Thirty Witnesses Will

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 21. UP)— 
The county grand jury gathered| 
broken strands of evidence today 1 
for an investigation of the strange 
death of Thelma Todd, but police 
dropped the case with the opinion 
—"accidental.” 

More than 30 witnesses, includ¬ 
ing filmland celebrities, are being 
summoned for the jury’s first hear¬ 
ing Monday, in an effort to check 
every known action of the blonde 
screen comedienne from the mo¬ 
ment she left a gay night club j 
party until her body was found 
30 hours later. 

The police theory of accidental: 
death, which had been expressed 
in the inquest verdict, was chal¬ 
lenged by two others—murder and 
suicide.

BRITAIN ASKS 
MORE HELP; 
BUCKS WIN 

Ethiopians Capture 10 
Fascist Tanks And 
Re-Take Two Cities 


(By the Associated Press) 

Premier Mussolini of Italy di¬ 
rected his Blackshirt troops to 
proceed with their campaign of 
conquest in Ethiopia today and 
Great Britain again took up the 
challenge to “sanctionist” nations 
with a war-like appeal for aid. 

The Italian dictator, scorning 
to reply to the now dead Franco- 
British proposals for peace, posed 
his “unshakably united” people 
against the "disorganization and 
contradictions” of the nations 
seeking to penalize him for tak¬ 
ing up arms against Ethiopia. 

Chamberlain Speaks 
At Birmingham, Eng., Neville 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer who has been mentioned 
widely as a possible new foreign 
secretary, told an audience of con¬ 
servative party workers: 

“I trust the nations of the 
league will show that they are 
prepared to make themselves 
resist any attack which may be 
made on any one of their num¬ 
ber.” 

Thus were th lines drawn taut 
for a resumption of the explosive- 
filled economic battle between the 
League of Nations, under British 
leadership, and Italy over the 
question of aggression in East 
Africa. 

Ethiopians Win 

An Ethiopian government com¬ 
munique issued at Addis Ababa 
said the vanguard of Dedjazmatch 
Ayelu’s troops on the northern 
front recaptured Enda Silasi, 30 
miles west of Aksum, and Dega 
Shah, from the Italians. 

"The Italian losses were consid¬ 
erable,” said the communique. 
“Our troops captured 10 tanks.” 
The action occurred six days ago. 
The two villages are about 35 
miles northwest of the Takkaze 
river site where a bitter three- 
day battle was waged early this 
week. 

Italy’s northern army concen¬ 
trated on cleaning up “trouble 
spots” hi that sector, from which 
Ethiopians were reported with¬ 
drawing.

It 
Is Interesting to note that of all 
the 16 wooden buildings standing 
at that time, two of them still 
remain. The rest have long since 
disappeared. 

The old hotel stood on the ex¬ 
act location of the present Hotel 
Laguna, and its wide verandas, 
basement bath houses, and peaked 
roofs stand out as clearly in the 
picture as in the memories of 
many Lagunans, Santa Anans and 
Riversiders. For Laguna was first 
settled by Santa Ana and Riv¬ 
erside people who came down here 
in horse and buggies for the 
summer. 

It was a two-day trip from 
Riverside in those days, and all 
the supplies had to be brought 
in as there was no regular store. 
Fresh meat was procured by bug¬ 
gy riding all the way to El Toro, 
which boasted the nearest refrig¬ 
erator. Ice box then! Summer 
cottages were scarce, and most 
people lived in tents and liked it.

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religion is out 
for young folks. Theology is not 
their concern. They want action 
and a positive faith. Nine tenets 
that have recently been accepted 
as the program of the inter¬ 
denomination youth council of 
America are: Developing a pro¬ 
gram of personal religious living: 
helping other young people to he 
Christian: assisting in bringing 
about world peace; working to 
help solve the liquor problem: help¬ 
ing build a Christian economic or¬ 
der; providing a constructive use 
of leisure time; being Christian 
with other racial and cultural 
groups: preparing for marriage 
and home life; developing a Chris¬ 
tian type of patriotism. 

“Young people go to church as 
much as their elders,” believes the 
Rev. Dr. A. E. Kelly, president of 
the Santa Ana Ministerial associa¬ 
tion. 

“Going to Church” 

“I kept a record during a ‘go-to- 
church’ campaign we had at the 
United Presbyterian church, here, 
and when the percentages were 
compiled over a three-months’ pe¬ 
riod, we found the comparison was 
just about equal. 

“I think behavior creeds have 
certainly changed. I don’t approve 
of a young man smoking or drink¬ 
ing even moderately and I tell that 
to youths who ask my advice. He, 
however, is the one who must 
make the choice — remembering 
that God is the final judge.” 

Hypocrisy doesn’t exist very 
much among young people, Dr. 
Kelly believes. 

“All or Nothing” 

“This generation of young folks 
is either all or nothing. They can’t 
recite creeds and formulae without 
having them mean something posi¬ 
tive and being able to accept them 
whole heartedly.” 

The minister felt that unfortu¬ 
nately the modem church in a 
city this size is not the center of 
home, marriage, education and all 
the other interests young people 
have. 

“I think our approaches may be 
somewhat at fault. I can remem¬ 
ber one time in my first church, in 
a little town in the Middle-west, 
the entire church board sitting 
around for an evening’s discussion 
quite distressed because one boy, 
about 12 years old, had gone to 
Sunday school and not stayed for 
church.

Capt. John A. Sutter, Swiss ad¬ 
venturer, landed with six white 
men and eight Kanakas at the 
junction of the Sacramento and 
American rivers and took posses¬ 
sion of a grant given him by 
Governor Alvarado, Mexican gov¬ 
ernor of California.

W. Marshall, discovered gold at 
Coloma, and how that discovery 
caused Sutter’s colonists to desert 
him for the gold fields, how his 
stock, provisions, tools and wagons 
were stolen and how, broken 
hearted, he retired to Mormon is¬ 
land with a few faithful Indians, 
later to die in the East penniless, 
is history. Sutter’s fort, which 
he abandoned, today is a famous 
landmark in Sacramento. 

Sacramento county's area is 
practically all a rich alluvial plain. 
Surveys have established 28 soil 
types. The county grows and cans 
90 per cent of the world’s aspara¬ 
gus, produces 25 per cent of Cali¬ 
fornia's celery crop, leads all coun¬ 
ties in the state in the produc¬ 
tion of Bartlett pears, grows one- 
fifth of the spinach crop canned 
in California, and produces one- 
third of the state’s crop of can¬ 
ning tomatoes. The annual value 
of the asparagus crop alone is 
about $4,000,000.

Oranges are produced in Fair- 
oaks, Citrus Heights, Orangevale,

and the county boasts huge fruit 
and olive crops; ranks third in 
the poultry industry, and dairying 
and stock raising are important 
developments factors. Sacramen¬ 
to ranks sixteenth in mineral pro¬ 
duction and only Nevada and Am¬ 
ador surpass it in yields of gold. 

Sacramento river ranks among 
the foremost streams in the na¬ 
tion in amount of tonnage car¬ 
ried, but occupies first place in 
per ton value of cargo. Popula¬ 
tion, 141,991. Area. 983 square 
miles.
